WASHINGTON.  D.  C.  (RN8) 
—Church  construction  totalled 
96.000.000  in  May,  an  Increase 
of  $3,000,000  over  April,  the  De¬ 
partments  of  Commerce  and 
Labor  reported.  However,  the 
figure  was  S2<000.«»  less  than 
Miry  of  last  year. 

Building  by  non-  public 
schools  and  colleges  reached 
$42,000,000.  a  gain  of  $2,000,000 
over  April  and  of  $5,000,000 
over  May.  1955. 

On  the  other  hand,  construe- 1 
tlori  by  private  hospitals  and 
institutions,  most  of  which  are

it  was  revealed  today. 

General  George  Monck,  who 
called  the  new  Parliament  Into 
session  live  days  ago,  today  read 
to  the  lawmakers  a  letter  from 
the  king  in  which  he  declared 
“a  liberty  to  tender  conscienc¬ 
es"  and  granted  other  conces¬ 
sions  In  tho  bopo  that  he  would 
be  called  to  the  throne. 

“Because  the  passions  and  un- 
charitableness  of  the  times  have 
produced  several  opinions  in 
religion  by  wbleh  men  are  en¬ 
gaged  in  parties  and  animosities 
against  each  other,”  the  king's 
letter  read;  “we  do  declare  a 
liberty  to  tender  consciences, 
and  that  no  man  shall  be  dis¬ 
quieted,  or  called  into  question 
for  differences  of  opinion  In 
matters  of  religion  which  do 
not  disturb  the  peace  of  the 
kingdom,  and  we  shall  be  ready 
to-  consent  to  such  an  set-  of 
Parliament  as,  upon  mature  de¬ 
liberation,  shall  be  offered  to 
us  for  the  granting  of  that  In¬ 
dulgence.” 

News  of  tho  king's  offer  of 
religious  toleration  was  receiv¬ 
ed  with  enthusiasm  here,  betk 
by  Parliament  and  the  people. 
Protestants  have  long*  sought 
greater  freedom  In  England  and 
many  have  fled  to  America  tp 
escape  persecution.  j  1/ 

This  Is  not  the  first  time  that 
an  English  monarch  has  offer¬ 
ed  religious  toleration,  however. 
James  ~I  made  a  declaration 
similar  to  that  of  Charles  II, 
but  soon  cnanged  his  mind. 
James  found  that  the  affinity 
between  the  Established  Church 


and  the  absolute  monarchy  was 
to  his  advantage.

Should  SBC  Sponsor  Stat«  Hospitals?  *

While  the  action  of  the  recent  Convention  in  Kansas 
City,  agreeing,  in  its  first  vote,  to  sponsor  a  hospital  at 
Miami,  is  fresh  in  memory,  I  raise  the  question:  Should 
the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  undertake  to  build  and 
operate  hospitals  on  state  levels? 

The  Convention  answered  this  question  in  1949,  adopt¬ 
ing  the  recommendation  of  a  committee  appointed  in  1948 
to  study  the  whole  question  of  hospital  policy,  as  follows: 

“That  as  a  policy,  Southern  Baptists  should  not 
acquire  additional  hospitals  in  the  immediate  future; 
ana,  as  a  general  policy,  hospitals  should  be  owned  and 
operated  by  State  Conventions  and  local  Associations, 
rather  than  acquiring  additional  hospitals  to  be  operat¬ 
ed  by  the  Southern  Baptist  Hospital.” 

The  Convention  was  already  committed  to  operate  a 
hospital  in  Jacksonville,  Florida,  whep^hi*  study  was  made 
and  this  policy  was  adopted.  But  in  the  face  of  this  adopted 
policy,  the  Convention  in~Miami,  in  1955,  voted  to  establish 
and  operate  a  hospital  In  California;  and  at  Kansas  City,  in 
1956,  the  Convention  again  voted  to  establish  ami  operate 
a  hospital  in  Miami,  Florida.  Indeed,  the  action  at  Kansas 
City  may  have  committed  the  Convention  to  establish  and 
operate  two  hospitals  in  Miami,  one  in  the  city  and  one 
some  miles  from  the  city.  Of  course,  the  Convention  must 
vote  affirmatively  again  next,  year  before  \t  is  finally 
bound  on  this  matter,  thanks, U>  the  Business  and, financial

The  brain  and  tha  backbone  seam  to  be  affected,  but  It  is 
doubtful  that  tha  trouble  is  organic  since  this  particular 
kind  of  sleeping  sickness  occurs  mainly  on  Sunday  morn¬ 
ings. 

4.  The  Sunday  afternoon  coma.  Midsummer  weather 
appears  to  aggravate  this  deplorable  malady.  It  is  mostly 
a  spiritual  condition  characterized  by  lassitude  and  com¬ 
placence,  a  state  of  profound  Insensibility  from  which  it 
is  difficult  to  arouse  a  person  in  time  for  the  Sunday 
evening  church  services. 

•  5.  Midweek  amnesia.  Warmer  weather  apparently 
brings  a  higher  incidence  of  “Wednesday  night  forgetful¬ 
ness.”  it  afflicts  church  members  mainly  and  can  be  identi¬ 
fied  by  a  marked  inability  to  remember  the  time,  place 
and  purpose  of  the  midweek  prayer  meeting.
